This genial idea was put into prac¬ 
tice by Walter J. Nixon member of 
the Council of the Trail Riders of the 
Canadian Rockies and it was found to 
work out quite well. In the particu¬ 
lar instance shown in the cuts, the 
task was to break the trail through 
deep snows to the Phoenix mine in 
British Columbia and this onerous 
task would have been impossible 
without some such device as the oue 
depicted. 

The idea of the Trail Riders Order 
came into being one rainy day last 
summer on a bed of white heather 
under a tent in the Canadian Rockies 
about 7,000 feet above sea level. 
There were present or nearby about 
28 saddle or pack horses and 14 trail 
riders who had ridden or fished along 
the Kootenay from the Crossing to 
the river’s unmapped source in War- 
field Basin and had landed on the 
plateau beside Tumbling Glacier at 
the head of the Wolverine Pass. It 
was there and then decided to form 
the Order and buttons were awarded 
to those who had travelled distances 
on the trail from 2,500 miles down to 
as low as fifty miles, r Among the 


2,500 mile button holders is Mr. 
Nixon. 

The first Pow-Wow of the Order 
was held last summer in the Yoho 
Valley and with the co-operation of 
the Canadian Pacific Piailway accom¬ 
modation at the Bungalow Camp at 
Takakkaw Falls was supplemented 
with twenty Indian tepees and a 
large circular tent decorated as a 
Sun Dance Lodge. It was expected 
that 150 people would be present, but 
actually no fewer than 207 were 
counted at the inauguration. It was 
at this function that the bronze pla¬ 
que of Tom Wilson, one of the out¬ 
standing old-time guides of the Can¬ 
adian Rockies, was unveiled. 

The next Pow-Wow will it is stated 
take place early in August of this 
year beside Wapta Bungalow Camp 


after a three day (45 mile) cross¬ 
country ride from Marble Canyon on 
the Banff-Wlndermere Road. The 
trail to he used calls at the Vermilion 
Paint Pots, climbs up Tumbling 
Creek to the Wolverine Plateau 
where it connects with a new trail 
over the High Alps east of Helmit and 
Goodsir, and after dropping down to 
Goodsir Creek rises again alongside 
McArthur Pass to Lake O’Hara and 
so to Wapta. This route traverses 
some of the most spectacular scenery 
in the world. 

Membership in the Order of the 
Trail Riders of the Canadian Rockies 
has increased greatly in the first year 
of its formation. At the August Pow- 
Wow there should be nearer a 
thousand than the 200 odd partici¬ 
pants in the function last year.

SAVING ON ALBERTA BONDS 


A direct saving of $36,000 a 
year in interest charges on the 
recent issue of Alberta bonds 
amounting to $3,740,000 has been 
effected as a result of the lower 
rate of interest the bonds carry 
as compared with itheir first issue 
ten years ago. Th'e first issue 
was made in 1915 at a time when 
the interest rates were high. The 
issue was (made for ten years at 
a yield of 5.96 per cent, per an¬ 
num. The refunding issue was 
made last Week at a rate of 5.06, 
for 25 years making a net saving 
'"if .90 per cent, or about $36,000 
a year. The successful tenderers 
airie distributing, in connection 
with the placing of the bonds on 
the market, some 500 copies of 
the charts of progress recently is¬ 
sued hv the Publicity Branch, 
showing the progress of tlh'e prov¬ 
ince in various lines of produc¬ 
tion in the past twenty years.

WHAT IS A TON ? 


People sometimes talk about 
ships “weighing” so many tons, 
with the mistaken idea that a ton 
of ship is mtadh 'the same as a ton 
of coal 

A shin’s tonnage has nothing to 
with tons of weight. 

Henry VII. introduced the Na¬ 
vigation Act, the first of its kind, 
b|y which he prohibited the im- 
polrtation into England of Bord- 
eanux wine in any vessels except 
those owned by his lieges. 

There was much tirade in those 
days between England and Bord¬ 
eaux, which had once been an 
English possession, and wine was 
the principal commodity carried. 
It came in huge barrels called 
tuns. 

Ever since then English ships 
have been measured by tunnage 
—or, as we now call it, tonnage— 
capacity, that is to say the num¬ 
ber of barrels of Bordeaux wine 
which they could store in their 
holds. The unit has been adopt¬ 
ed by all the navies and the mer¬ 
chant fleets of the world, and re¬ 
presents measurement, not weight
